Washington, July 2T.--The news of the 
landing of General Miles at Guanica, on 
the southwest shore of Porto Rico, came 
as a genuine surprise to the v. ar depart­ 
ment. it had been all'carefully planned 
that he was to make his landing ai a n ­ 
other point as remote as possible from 
the place where he actually landed, so 
there was little wonder that the ofllcials 
received the first news of the landing 
with incredulity, and even went to the 
length of supposing that the story had 
been put afloat in order to dlFlnict a t ­ 
tention from the point which had been 
selected. Just why General Miles made 
this wide departure from the plans of 
the department is not known, but it is 
supposed that lie gathered some infor­ 
mation since he left Siboney th at in­ 
duced him to make the change. 


The result, hov.ever, has lieen to per­ 
plex the department ofllcials deeply and 
to considerably derange their carefully 
prepared prosranime for the remaind' r 
of the expedition.

PHILIPPINE INSURGENT 


Pancho Aguinaldo, the insurgent 
leader, who has declared a dictatorship 
«nd martial law in the Philippioi s, is 
a very interestlngf character. He is tl e 
BOD of a prominent native chief and is 
about; 28 years of a^c. He was edu­ 
cated by Spanish priests and was sent 
to Madrid to study for the priesthood, 
but after a year or t vo in the Spanish 
capital decided that he would rather be 
a soldier and was placed In one of the 
native regiments in the Philippines. 
About two years ago he orjjanized a re­ 
volt, and fled to the savannahs on the 
island of Luzon, where he made his 
headquarters with as many as 4,000 or 
5,000 men under him at times. The gov­ 
ernor general once ottered a reward of 
•20,000 for his head. A few days later 
the Spanish governor received a note 
from the rebel chief, sayin^^ that he 
wanted money and would soon deliver 
tbe head himself. One day a priest 
presented himself at the palace and 
was admitted to the presence of the 
governor. After locking the door thev 
supposed priest threw oil his disguise 
and revealed himself as Aguinaldo, 
armed with a knife twenty inches long 
and as sharp as a razor. He compelled 
the governor to hand over the $20,000 
and made his escape. Subsequently 
Aguinaldo and his companions were 
paid $200,000 to leave the colony. When 
Admiral Dewey sailed for Manila, how­ 
ever, the insurgent leader went along 
with him and resumed the rebellion 
under American encouragement, it is 
evident that he is a man to be reck­ 
oned with but Dewey can be trusted to 
keep him within bounds.

to base peace.

opening of jail doors tt» all prisoners 
confined for political oftenses. 
I wi>uld 
extend this proposition so as to include 
all political prisoners from Cuba, Porto 
Rico, or the Phlllpi»lnes. It should free 
all who have been Imprisoned because 
of participation In the Insurrection. 


“After this tre a ty covering the s u r ­ 
render of dominions and release of po­ 
litical prisoners has been concluded,” he 
continued.

The Federal troopers w'ere snoozing 
quietly in their camp and on both sides 
of the road leading to it, and their pris­ 
oners dozed by a fire near the center. 


Just how they got there would be 
hard to explain, but shortly after mid­ 
night Gib Wright, at the head of a few 
men, rode at a gentle pace into the cump. 


The drowsy Federáis took them for a 
party of their own men returning from 
a scout, and paid no attention to them. 
Everything W’as working smootlily until 
one of the prisoners caught a glimpse of 
the new’comers. The fellow’ lost his head 
and ruined the whole business. He leap­ 
ed to his feet and looked into the faces 
of the advancing Confederates. 


“ Horray, boys!” ho shouted in his 
delirious delight. 
“ Hang me, if there 
ain’t old Gib W right and his crowd. 
Dumed if the whole Confederate army 
ain’t right behind him !” 


The prisoners all rushed forward with 
the regular rebel yell, and the sleeping 
Federáis suddenly became very wide 
awake. From every sitie they sJiowered 
bullets on their visitors, and Wright 
and his mea had almost a miraculous 
deliverance. 
Several were killed and 
wounded, but the leader and the ma­ 
jority of tho 
party managed to get 
•way.—Atlanta Constitution.

The cheapest combs are made from 
hoofs, but are subjected to costly and 
Ingenious processes of inanufaeture. A 
circular saw cuts the horns In assorted 
sizes, the tipshelng used for the handles 
of knives and umbrelhis. 
Very high 
degrees of temperature are necessary 
as the hoofs and horns have lo be heat­ 
ed to make the fiber soft. 
When the 
pieces are cut they are placed between 
screwblocks and pressed flat. 
Acids 
aro frequently used for staining an 
Imitation of tortoiseshell, and this can­ 
not be detected by a casual observer. 
The rough surfaces of the comb are 
smoothed by wheels covered by walrus 
sUln. 
Polishing is the last process, 
which is done by wheels covered with 
leather of different degrees of softness.
